on strike in the Grays Harbor 
country for a restoration of the wage.

workers in Seattle today. The strikers 
are members of local unions of the 
International and the information of 
the Internationa! officers is that about 
2500 logging camp workers in the 
Grays Harbor district are directly in- 
terested in the struggle, which has bee 
gun in the camps of the Coats-Forde« 
ney interests. 

An increase of 50 cents a day in 
wages is the demand of the men now 
on strike, but local union scales are 
involved and the demands in other 
parts of the districts vary accord- 
ingly. 

“The strike is not for an increase 
in wages in a strict sense of the 
word,” said J. G. Brown, president of 
the international union today. ‘The 
men are merely asking that the gen- 
eral cut in wages made by the log- 
ging camp operators just before the 
camps closed down tlast fall, be 
rescinded. Logging camps throughout 
southwestern Washjington—through- 
out the entire Northwest, it would be 
more accurate to say——-were affected 
by the cut. At that time the men, in 
view of the fact that the working 
season was nearing a close, did not 
resist the cut. Now that work-in 
about 75 per cent. of the camps has 
been resumed after, the winter lay- 
off, the loggers hav ked a restora- 
tion of wages to the figure which 
stood virtually throughout last sea- 
son.”

TO BECOME JAIL. 


Winfield Scott to House 
Military Offenders. 

Was Constructed by Son of 
Late Robert E. Lee. 


Picturesque Relic of Past Is

Presented today a scene of tremend- 
ous activity. Eighty workmen, prison- 
ers from the military prison on Alca- 
traz Island, are busily remodeling 
the picturesque relic into a modern and 
up-to-date barracks, which, before 
many months, will become the first 
disciplinary barracks on the Pacific 
Coast——-the home of the hundreds in- 
carcerated on Alcatraz. 

The interior of the old fort ts be- 
ing entirely changed under the direc- 
tien of Col. Geprge McK. William- 
son, constructine quartermaster of 
the army, and under the immediate 
supervision of G. F. Richards, con- 
structing engineer. All the roofing, 
iron work end trimmings, showing 
the wear and tear of years, are be- 
ing replaced. When the work is com- 

ieted, probably about June 1. the in- 
terior of what once was considered a 
triumph of defense work, situated 
directly on the Golden Gate, will be 
a light, pleasant and comfortable liv- 
ing place for military offenders, who 
will exchange their celle for a life 
that will fit them to return to the 
ranks as good soldiers. 

One of the biggest Innovations in 
the handling of military offenders 
will be marked by the passing of Al- 
catraz into an immigration station 
and the occupancy of Ft. Point. As 
prisoners the men will be only virtu- 
ally such. They will be organized tin- 
to companies. Each company will 
have its own non-commissioned of- 
ficers appointed from the ranks of the 
prisoners, and will hold military 
drills. The prison garb will give way 
to old army uniforma, minus the col- 
lar insignia. When men show them- 
selves anxious again to prove good 
soldiers the commanding officer of 
the disciplinary barracks will have 
them assigned to various regiments 
in the_regular military establishment, 
and thy may serve out their enlist- 
ments and receive honorable dis- 
charge. 

The worst .offenders at . Alcatraz, 
those whom the authorit believe 
never could make goo@ sobkiiers, will 
be sent to the military prison at Ft. 
Leavenworth, Kan. 

Although Ft. Point was completed 
im 1858, under the engineering super- 
vision of Custis Lee, son of Gen. Rob- 
ert E. Lee, it ig in a wonderful state 
of preservation, as the workmanship 
on it was exceptionaliy good. (wing 
to the trenmendous thickness of the 
walle it i# impracticable to enlarge 
the windows that once were port holes 
through which the gune of the fort 
could be. trained upon the enemy, but 
inasmuch as the other sides of the 
reome will face the courtyard there 
will be ample light. 

Engineer Richards is authority for 
the statement that the old fort is one 
of the most honestly-constructed 
bulldings he ever saw, and that its 
builder showed rare engineering skill. 

An interesting relic was dug up to- 
day. It was tdentified as a shot boil- 
er. used to heat cannon balle red hot so 
that when they were fired at the 
wooden ships of the enemy they 
would set the vessels afire. Radiating 
from the boiler were runways down 
which the shot rolled until it reached 
the gunners. when, still red hot, it 
would be picked up by tron tongs and 
loaded into the cannon.

LOUIS, April 1.—The impor- 
tance of physical education to coun- 
teract the injurious influences of city 
i life was emphagrized by Dr. R. Tait 


of physical education of the University 
of Pennsylvania, in his opening ad- 
dress tonight as president of the 
American Physical Education A®socia- 
tion. Delegates were present from all 
parts of the country and 760 are ex- 
pected tomorrow, when the formal 
programme begins. 

“We cannot check the rush of peo- 
ple to the city,” Dr. McKenzie said, 
“and we scarcely have awakened to 
the serious consequenees that have 
alarmed Germany and England, which 
already see the effect of city life on 
the third and fourth generations. Few 
trades or profess'ons require all- 
round muscular activity. Many occu- 
pations tend directly to bring down 
an otherwige sound physique.

ISSION COURT 
UNDER SCRUTINY. 


FIRST CHURCH OF THE NAZA- 
RENE MUsT EAPLAIN. 


Report of Irregular Conditions 
Spread by LW.W. and Anarchists 
Ix the Assertion of the Church 
Superintendent—License May Be 
Revoked Today. 


Unless the directors of the 
arene Board of Missions are able to 
explain satisfactorily conditions pre- 
vailing in the house court owned by 
the church at No. 740 North Broad- 
way, the Housing Commission mav re- 
voke the permit for its continuance at 
today’s hearing. Inspector Fisher in 
a recent report to the commission de- 


clared that the place is unsanitary. 
Officials of the church state that 


they are not well informed as to con- 
ditions of the court, which is located 
in the rear of the mission bullding 
In this place reside Mr. and Mrs. Mc- 
Reynolds, two women teachers of the 
mission school, and from five to ten 
children who are taken care of while 
their parents are in the hospital, sick, 
or have deserted them. 

Mre. McReynolds, superintendent 
of the place, declares that conditions 
are the best possible under circum- 
stances, funds not being available for 
the erection of a better building. Rev. 
Phineas B. Bresee, superintendent of 
the Nazarene church, declared that 
any report of trregular conditions 
was caused by the agitation of I.W.W. 
er anarchists who detest religious 
work of any character among those 


whom they look to for support. 


Rev. C. E. Cornell, pastor of the 
First Church of the Nazarene, says 
that the place is not actually oper- 
ated as a court, but that it is merely 
the home of Mrs. McReynolds and 
that she has the privilege of inviting 
and caring for any number of friends 
or associates in her charity work she 
may desire 

“The place was originally intended 
solely as a mission and we have been 
carrying on mission work among the 
Spanish people for three years past at 
this location. We have never found 
anything thet was not done in a 
regular way and have only commen- 
dation for the efforts of Mrs. McReyn- 
olds in keeping up the place as well 
as she has.” 

Investigation of the mission court 
revealed a small cottage in the rear 
of the mission school. It is little more 
than a barn. The yard is six or eight 
feet wide and about forty feet long. 
This space is used for drying laun- 
dry, as a chicken yard and for genera, 
storage of edds and ends. It is also 
the plavground for the children stay- 
ing with Mrs. MchKeynolds. 

During the day they are at classes, 
which are conducted in unsystematic 
manner owing to the going and com- 
ing of the different children and the 
wide variance of thelr ages. The 
Nazarene board will appear before the 
Housing Commission and explain the 
conditions and ask for suggestions in 
order to accomplish proper correc-

While the detectives have not re- 
vealed any details it became known 
that they were at the beach searching 
for Fogarty and his former compan- 
ions.

NGLAND DENIES ANY CONTRACT. 

Sir Edward Grey, in the House of Com- 
Mons, denied that he had agreed to give 
or that England ever would give to the 
United States any assistance in regard to 
Mexico or anything else in return fot a re 
peal of the Panama Canal tolls exemption 
bill. His Majesty's government was not in 
the habit of “giving things” in order to se- 
cure her absolute rights. The right of Enc- 
land to dictate to the United States how 
the canal should be managed was an abso- 
lite right. By the Hay-Pauncefote treaty 
i&{ was agreed that England would permit 
the age States, with its own money, to

ESTRICTING CURRENCY.

Project to Cost at Least Half Mil-

The proverbial “oldest inhabitant” 
may be able to recall just when they 
began to talk about an adequate storm 
Grain for Alameda street—but more 
recent comers look back to that time 
as ancient history. Three times cam- 
paigns have been rounded out for 
this work, only to finally fail of jac- 
complishing their purpose. The fourth

In short, a thoroughly 
modern improved street is to take 
the place of the old rut-filled high- 
way. and the river that flowed down 
Alameda even in slight storms will 
be cared for beneath its surface. 

The storm drain is to extend from 
North FPtoadway, above College 
street. along Alameda street to Sec- 


Pointed out that after this advantage 
is secured by the city it can then 
vote to take back the delegated 
powers. 

Mrs. Mae Staunton, who has been
